PLANTING DISTANCES 
Give Plants Enough Room 


Planting distances between trees depend primarily upon the 
type of tree, its purpose, the amount of rainfall, and the fer- 
tility of the soil. For example: trees planted in East Texas and 
the Southeastern States may be planted closer together than 
those of West Texas and New Mexico, because of the greater 
rainfall in the Eastern section. 


To make allowance for these factors, the following distances 
are recommended:

When you plant your Pecan or Walnut trees fill the space around 
the roots with only fertile top soil DO NOT PUT FRESH 
MANURE OR COMMERCIAL FERTILIZER IN THE HOLE. 


Pecan and Walnuts: It is much better to have the holes dug be- 
fore the trees arrive from the nursery. Regardless of whether the 
holes have been prepared or have to be dug, keep the root system 
covered with moist material until the trees are planted. 


Wolfe’s Pecan trees, machine-dug and whole-rooted, will require 
a hole at least 40 inches deep and 30 to 36 inches in diameter. 
WOLFE has gone to a great expense to secure a Pecan root system 
that will LIVE. The tap root has been cut approximately 38 
inches below the ground and all of the lateral roots above the cut 
have been preserved. Dig the holes large enough to receive the 
roots without bending, and deep enough to set the trees 2 inches 
deeper than they stood in the nursery row. This depth can be 
determined by closely examining the bark. The bark that was 
below the ground will look dark; that which was above the ground 
will be a grayish color. The off-set on the trunk and the paint 


mark used for labelling should not be mistaken for the ground 
level. 


Pack the soil around the roots to eliminate air spaces. Pour water 
in the hole as long as the ground will absorb it completely. When 
the soil is filled with water, do not water any more until the trees 
need moisture during the dry months. When trees are watered 
continuously, the soil becomes mushy and oxygen is driven from 
around the roots. Such condition results in the trees failing to 
produce foliage in the spring, even though the bark remains green. 
If the roots cannot get oxygen, the trees will eventually die. 


After the trees have been set in a permanent location, wrap the 
trunk loosely with burlap or heavy paper. The height of the wrap- 
ping material will depend on the size of the tree, but it should 
extend to and not above the first branch. The wrapping material 
will prevent borers from getting into the trunk and will also pro- 
tect the trunk against sun scald. When the trees have developed 
enough top to shade the trunks during the hottest part of the 
day, the material may be removed.

Roses: Keep the roots moist until the plants are set 
Space plants 2 to 4 feet apart. Dig the holes large 
enough to permit spreading the roots in their natural 
position. Plant the Rose bush slightly deeper than 
it was originally, so that the bud will be just above 
ground level. Put only moist fertile soil about the 
roots and firm the soil with the hands and by wa- 
tering. 

Water Roses heavily when the soil approaches the 
dry stage and do not water again until the soil be- 
comes almost dry. Wet the soil to a depth of 12 
inches, or more, by turning a water hose into the 
Rose bed. Deep watering encourages a deep root 
system. Shallow watering restricts root development 
and is apt to result in injured roots during cultivation 
or baking during the hot summer. Do not water tops 
of Roses because wet tops encourage leaf spot. 


WHAT IS A No. I ROSE? 


A number one Rose has at least 3 canes over 18 
inches while growing in the field. It is free of disease 
and must have 8-inch roots. A dead Rose bush can 
grade out as a number one—so we say that it must 
be in perfect, living condition when it reaches the 
customer—must grow and bloom. Our bushes are 
JUMBO No. 1’s and will produce more and larger 
blossoms. 


Try this examination on the next Rose bushes you 
receive. Stick your thumb nail into the green bark 
of the Rose bush. If the bark pops, the plant is in 
good condition.

Now, more than ever, you can depend on Wolfe Nursery 
for pure-strain, true-to-label varieties. We bud from our 
own proven bearing orchards—-double-label the buds as 
they go to the nursery fields—and double-label each va- 
riety in the field with metal and paint labels. Before the 
trees are dug and handled, each one is labeled with one 
or more color paint stripes about 6 or 8 inches from the 
ground. Only seven colors are used to label all our stock— 
RED, WHITE, BLUE, GREEN, YELLOW, PINK and 
ORANGE. Notice—we have first letter of color labels 
after the name varieties listed on the enclosed simplified 
order sheet. For example: Holland Ap- 
ple—O-R—the O-R means that Hol- 
land is labeled ORANGE over RED. 
Frank Peach—W—Frank is labeled 
with one WHITE stripe. Your original 
order sheet will be returned in a water- 
& proof envelope attached to the bundle 
of nursery stock. Use it or the catalog 
to identify each variety.
